Volume X of The Public Papers o! 
| George Clinton, First Governor ot 
' the State of New York, and common- j 
ly known as the Clinton Papers, has 
' been Issued by the Division of His- J 
' tory of the University of the State of 
j New York, 
under 
the direction of 
James A. Holden, state historian. 
The latest volume of the Clinton 
Papers, which also will be the last, 
is an analytical index of the contents 
of the first eight volumes, from G 
to Z, inclusive, 
Volumn IX having 
been an analytical index of the pre­ 
ceding volumes from A through F, 
inclusive. 
j 
Volume X is not merely an index 
v o l u m e, however, but it contains in 
addition a comprehensive account of 
the reinterment 
of 
Governor Clin­ 
ton’s remains at Kingston in 1908, 
and a list of original Clinton material 
in collections other than in the New 
York State Library, prepared under 
the auspices of the State Historian 
and Chief of the Division of His­ 
tory. 
Addresses in Perm anent Fobt?. 
In book form for the first time ap- 
I ear the eulogistic addresses and ac­ 
count of the ceremonies at the time 
of the reinterment of Governor Clin­ 
ton’s remains in Kingston. 
The ad­ 
dressee previously had been publish­ 
ed in full in The Freeman, at 
the 
time of their delivery, together with 
full accounts of all the proceedings, 
and State Historian Holden has made 
use 
of 
the 
newspaper 
accounts, 
which were furnished to him at the 
time he began the preparation of the 
last volume of the analytical index. 
Liberal use also has been made of 
material contained in Volume IV of 
Olde Ulster, by permission of Benja­ 
min M. Brink, the editor, and due 
credit is 
given 
by State Historian 
Holden to the sources of his infor­ 
mation. 
NJr. 
Holden’s 
sketch con- j 
tains also an account of the prepar­ 
ations for the celebration of the Two 
Hundred and Fiftieth 
Anniversary 
of the founding of Kingston, and of 
the inception and carrying out of 
the plans by which Governor Clinon s 
remains 
finally 
were 
transferred 
from the Congressional Cemetery at 
Washington, where 
they 
had been 
interred 
at 
the time of hie deatn 
while he wag vice president in 1812, 
to the First Dutch Church yard in 
Kingston, ninety-six years later. 
Besides an aecoiin1 of the prepar­ 
ations made in Kingston for the cer­ 
emonies in connection with Governor 
Clinton’s 
reinterment. 
State 
His­ 
torian Holden has included an 
ac­ 
count of the ceremonies in Washing­ 
ton, in New York city and along the 
entire route of the funeral 
cortege 
from Washington to Kingston. 
Ill its1 ratc<l With Plio'ographs. 
Mr. Holden’s valuable sketch is il­ 
lustrated by photographs 
made at 
the time under the direction of .Mr. 
Brink and published during the en ­ 
suing months in Olde i'lster. These 
photographs include views of tne ex­ 
humation of Governor Clinton's re­ 
mains. which were attended by Mr. 
Brink.

New York; the New York 
procession, which was arranged by 
Mayor George B. McClellan to escort 
the body from the 
“ Manhattan” to 
the City Hall; the formation of the 
Clinton procession on Ferry street,

Governor 
Clinton’s 
grave 
in the 
Firs* Dutch Church yard, where New 
York’s first governor, after a long 
absence from his home, was in 1908 
brought home to rest.

Historian Holden states th at there 
was to have 
been 
inclvded in the 
preeent volume a list of such Clinton I 
papers a* were loft from the fire of 
1911, which destroyed most of the 
contents of the State Library at At- I 
bany, and those not yet published by ' 
the state; hut the present condition 
of 
these 
manuscripts 
(April 
21, 
1914), makes that plan impractica­ 
ble 
A rough list of manuscripts, 
letters and papers now In possession 
of other states or historical societies, 
or which h are been printed by his­ 
to ria ns , so far as their existence h a s 1 
been arcertalned through an extend­ 
ed Inquiry, has been Inserted, in the 
hope that It may he of some use to 
students of state history. 
Likewise a 
short bibliography of Clinton biog­ 
raphy. for the aante purpose, is In­ 
cluded.

How It Is Done In Wartime In Deep 
and Shallow Waters. 
Cutting subm arine cables in w artim e 
is by no means so easy a Job as It 
sounds. 
Briefly tbe method is as follows: The 
cruiser detailed for tbe work steam s 
slowly at right angles to tbe cable 
route, dragging ufter her a special kind 
of grapnel, like h five pronged anchor 
with shears attached, which grip and 
cut the table at the same time. 
This 
grapnel is connected with tho cable 
cutting ship by a strong rope formed 
of strauds of steel and hemp Interwov­ 
en, and attached to which I* an Instru­ 
ment called a dynamom eter, that shows 
when the cable is hooked. 
By steaming once or twice backward 
and forward the cable can be cut in 
two places at, say. half a mile apart, 
and the severed portion can then be 
dragged away by another kind of non- 
cutting grapnel and left lying on the 
ocean bed at some distance away, 
where It Is, of course, impossible to lo­ 
cate it, rendering any attem pt to re­ 
pair the damage a very difficult and 
laborious operation. 
Such Is the usual method adopted for 
destroying an enemy’s cable In com­ 
paratively shallow seas. • In the case 
of ocean cables submerged at great 
depths, however. t!:e mode of proced­ 
ure Is somewhat different. 
A similar five pronged grapnel Is 
used, but It Is a noneutting one and 
simply grips tbe cable, holding it fast. 
The fact that it has been hooked is, 
of course, notified to those on board 
by the dynamometer, when the ship 
Is immediately stopped and the cable 
hoisted up toward the surface. 
It never reaches the surface, how­ 
ever, for presently the lifting strain 
becomes too great, tbe cable snaps of 
lta own accord, and, tbe tw o ends fly­ 
ing wide apart, tbe severed cable set­ 
tles back to the ocean bottom oblique­ 
ly, leaving a gap of possibly a thou­ 
sand yards or more between the por­ 
tions.—Pearson's Weekly.

DON'T GROW WEEDS. 


Th* unsightly weed patches 
about the p r e m is e s should be cut 
down before they seed to make 
ranker cropa for next year. Such 
weeds a* spring up In the cor­ 
ners, 
nooks 
and 
uncultivated 
spots about the house and imme­ 
diate premises aro offensive in 
more waya than that of being 
unsightly; they furaisb hiding 
places for vermin. 
The most expeditious way to 
rid the premises of these weeds 
Is to use the scythe where they 
can be thus reached. Where the 
scythe cannot bo utilized the 
pruning book or hoe may be 
brought Into «ervlce: or, with 
gloved handa to prevent poison­ 
ing, the weeds may be pulled up 
from the extremo nooks and cor­ 
ners. 
If, after being thns dlspoeed of, 
thare la any considerable cover­ 
ing of the weeds on the ground 
they ahould bo removed from tbe 
yard or premises, as they will 
create • slime in decaying and 
give out a disagreeable odor. 
This mass may be thrown over 
some plot of ground provided 
the cutting has been done bofore 
the seeds formed. 
They will thus form a coating 
that will enrich the soil, as the 
nitrogen and carbon they have 
gathered will In a mensura lie re 
turned to the earth.—Farm Life. $
